The 178-vote m argin was m con­ 
trast to Thursday s 28-vote m argin 
on tentative approval of the bill. 
This was another bitter setback 
for labor lobbyists who had tried 
to hold down the hnai m argin. 


VOTING FOR THE bill on final 
passage were 156 D em ocrats and 
147 Republicans. Opposing it were 
122 D em ocrats and 3 Republicans.

B IT THE BOARD was greeted 
by the first glimmering* of p re­ 
viously threatened legal action as 
it authorized a semi-final • t e p 
tow ards acquisition of the newly- 
controversial Odell Ranch here — 
A letter from Hotelman H a n k 
Gogerty s attorney, requesting in­ 
formation on all board action coiv 
oemin-g the site. 
Board m em bers, however, w ere 
prim arily concerned with a CAC 
report which had apparently mo­ 
tivated disapproval of the college 
site by the State D epartm ent of 
Education.

Due to the ability of helicopters to 
rise or descend vertically, to hover or 
remain motionless in the air a n d to 
land on a small space, this particular 
airborne vehicle can perform countless 
tasks impossible for conventional air­ 
craft.

After all. the 
Senators Labor bill did n o t 
please L a b o r . The Senator's 
brother. Robert, is the scourage 
of Labor bosses The McCJellen 
committee on which the Senator 
serves has been holding Labor 
up to censure for nearly three 
years. 


BUT DESPITE the frost of his 
introduction and reception at the 
Oregon meeting. Kennedy had 
the hall ringing and the crowd 
roanng with acclamation at the 
end How did he do it?

Federal housing, 
college housing, veterans’ bene­ 
fits, railraod retirement, nation­ 
al service life insurance. Fed­ 
eral highway 
pay-as-you-go-lax 
ation, 
the 
Hoover 
committee, 
Algeria, Poland. India and South 
east Asia. 
All that people in general get 
is an “image'' of youthful en­ 
thusiasm, 
idealism 
and 
dash. 
And that, I think, is what the 
popularity polls reflect in these 
days when presidential politick­ 
ing is still a smiling pastime.

Gardening in the Desert 


Newcomers to our desert, peo­ 
ple who have gardened diligently 
i ?reas near the coast and in 
localities where the soil is heavy 
and dense in struclure 'or the »oil 
is mostly adobe, have been forced 
to use slow and lengthened irriga­ 
tion 
to 
assure 
sufficient 
damp 
d c h for mature trees. 
With the exception of very few 
spo.s on our desert we have noth­ 
ing but sand and silt to work with 
when preparing a garden. 
WATERING FOR SIX or eight 
hours in one tree basin is often 
necessary in other regions whil? 
here, according to the seasons fill­ 
ing the basins takes but a short 
period. The water leaches through 
the sand, is slowed up a little at 
the depth where layers of peat 
moss, humus, leaf mold, and com­ 
post were mixed at the necessary 
depth. Here there is very little 
likelihood of sour soil that might 
cause the tree to wilt. 
All in all there is much to leirr, 
about desert plant growth in g ar­ 
dening in the desert: for example 
the last two months Citrus trees 
have been copiously watered oicc 
a week, but when Old Sol gave us 
116 to 122 degrees three tim es in 
two weeks became necessary. 


IN EARLY SEPTEMBER, if .he 
therm ometers begin to show rea 
sonable tem peratures the periods 
of Citrus irrigation will gradually 
become wider and wider apart. By 
December, especially if we am 
sufficiently 
lucky 
to 
have 
rad 
some wet weather, once a month 
might become adequate. So, new 
com ers to our desert, throw away 
most of the ideas that kept you: 
garden so beautiful at your other 
home and turn to the methods that 
gardening in the desert calls for. 
Haphazard spraying the soil sur­ 


face is anything but helpful for 
your lawn, trees, shrubs, roses and 
other flowering plants. Damp soil 
to a depth of eight inches will en­ 
tice the grass roots downwards, 
customary 
result 
a 
picturesque 
lawn. 


IF THE D A M P N E S S only 
reaches to the first three inches 
of the soil the roots stay at that 
depth or, as evaporation steals 
away 
the 
dampness, 
gradually 
creep toward the surface in search 
of moisture. So study the neces­ 
sary water depth of all roots, from 
m ature trees to grass lawn and be 
guided accordingly. 
Mulching the soil is a n o t h e r 
point that needs careful study. 
Many tender roots have been sev­ 
ered and the tree has suffered 
accordingly because of the too 
strenuous use of a spade. With our 
sandy soil it is seldom necessary 
to use a spade especially where 
there must of necessity be an 
abundance of tender roots the sev­ 
ering of which would set the tree 
back. 


IK MR. AMATEUR Gardener is 
considering buying a tree that is 
not common in his neighborhood 
he should consider the Silk Tree. 
Looking down on this dazzling tree 
when in bloom from a second- 
story wuidow by the way, in the 
desert we have only a modicum 
of two-story windows! the pink 
flowers with red s t a m e n s that 
adorn the branches in saimmer- 
tktie present a satisfying picture. 
The tree itself acts like other 
deciduous 
trees, 
but 
when 
in 
bloom watching the foliage com­ 
posed of finely divided leaflets as 
they fold up at night is worth 
waiting for.

called a few baseball witnesses. 
Hie hearings were turned into a 
three-ring circus with little being 
accomplished — on the surface. 
For performing in the m i d d l e 
ring were double 
talking funny­ 
men who managed to bring some 
he-haws, mugged for the televi­ 
sion earners, and generally em­ 
barrassed the oommittee. 
However, despue the smog laid 
down at the hearings — w h i c h 
the major league club owners ob­ 
viously approved of — some good 
came out of the frivolity. T he 
desperate plight of the m i n o r s 
was brought out — the fact that 
they are fighting for survival, 
ar.d without them baseball can­ 
not exist.

H u g e 
profits and tight little islands of 
control have made the “national 
pastime" look like a Midas in his 
counting house rather than an in­ 
nocent. time-honored little “sport" 
for the masses. 
The truth is the major league 
dub owners are as frightened of 
Kefauver s Senate anti-tmst sub­ 
committee and possible anti-trust 
legislation as they are of b e i n g 
caught m a cave with a nest of 
oobras. This time t h i n g s will 
probalby be deadly serious, as any 
committee of Congress should be 
This time the shadow of a third 
major league is on die horizon 
And this situation 
promises 
to 
dear the air. 


WHO BROUGHT ALL of this in 
to such sharp focus? A redfaced, 
dvnemic New York lawyer named 
William A. Shea. He was appoint­ 
ed to the chairmanship of a com- 
mttee named by Mayor Robert 
F Wagner to hring another major 
league franchise to New Y o r k 
after the Dodger* and G i a n t s 
pulled out 
After a bitter, two-year strug­ 
gle to overcome seemingly insur 
mountable oosiade* it looks 
as 
if the energetic and always op­ 
timistic Shea has hit pay d i r t . 
For the major leagues right now 
it’s a question of. “Katy unbar 
the door and welcome your big­ 
time Continental cousin."
